MEAN CHEAP FARM PRODUCE 

—_——_—x_—_ 

Ottawa, June pl——Picture of men, 
women and children working An their 
homes on cheap clothing in the Prov- 
innce of Québec was painted Thurs- 
lay to the parliamentary mass buy- 
ing committee by J. G. Gibson, an 
investigating auditor. 

“This*is almost unbelievable,’ said 
Chairman H., H, Stevens, when the 
auditor told of clothing contractors 
in Montreal trucking cloth and thread 
into the country, there to be sewed 
into clothing at starvation rates. 

Whole families’ would work, re- 
ceiving 60c, a dozen for sewing 
mens pants, and im addition, buying 
the thread from the contractor, who 
received it free from the manufactur- 
er. i 
The auditor told of visiting one 
farm house 25 or 30 miles -from 
Montreal, where four families work- 
ed together on clothing. In the day 
time, the women worked ‘the mach- 
ines, cewing the pieces together, put- 
ting in pockets and attaching but- 
‘tons. At night, the men pressed the 
finished garments. - 

The joint output for the four fam- 
ilies mentioned was from two and @ 
half to throe dozen daily, for which 
they received, without considering 
cost: of thread, from $1.40 to $1.60. 
Each family would receive less than 
5Oc. for the long days work. 

“We are back in mediaeval times,” 
commented Sam Factor, Lib., Toron- 
to, adding the whole clothing indus- 
try in Camada was being ruined by

The Lure of the Lakes 
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“Fresh dm the. | 
- That “Bought And Paid For” Idea 


, There is a curious persistence in the idea current in certain parts of 
Eastern Canada, that the older provinces of Confederation have proprietory 
interests in the prairie provinces by “rights of purchasé”. 

"Just recently, a storm which ranged West against East, broke in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa, when relief and other expenditures required 
by Western Canada were under consideration. During the. discussion, the 
“bought and paid for’ mentality was prominently in evidence, according to 
newspaper despatches. It appears inevitable that, when any expenditure 
which may be construed as exclusively Western, is mooted in the federal 
parliament, some member from one of the older provinces, impelled by this 
idea, seems bound to object on the ground that the prairie provinces are 
hot entitled to further consideration—and terms such as “blood-suckers” 
are applied, indiscriminately -and with reckless abandon, to governments 
and peeple of the West. i : 

Forgotten in the heat of debate is the amazing part which the West 
has played in the material advancement of the Dominion. Forgotten, for 
the time being, is the gigantic contribution which the wheat-growing 
prairies have made to the wealth of Canada. Forgotten are the tremendous 
expenditures made, by the Dominion as a whole, for works, projects and 
purposes which may be construed as exclusively Eastern. Forgotten is the 
use made of the resources of the West in the building of great transporta- 
tion systems of advantage to the whole of Canada. Forgotten is the influ- 
ence*of prairie purchasing power upon the industrial development of the 
East. Forgotten, too, is the fact that the West's present needs are due to 
the dire extremity of many of its people—a condition they certainly did not 
seek and did nothing to create. The “right of purchase” idea reigns para- 
mount over all others when tempers are frayed and local zeal is in thé 
ascendancy. In one breath it is admitted that the prairie section has con- 
tributed more to the wealth of Cariada in a specified period than any other 
component part of the Dominion. In the next, the prairies are branded as 
“blood-suckers”, draining, as it were, the coffers of Canada which, by im- 
plication, apparently are filled solely by the contributions made by the older; 
‘Eastern provinces. , 

The idea, of course, has its roots in the historical charter granted by 
Charles II. of England, in 1670, to the Hudson's Bay Company, which con- 
ferred upon that company “rights in the territory tributary to the rivers 
draining into the Hudson Bay’”—including property rights and rights of 
government, These rights the company exercised in the territory known 
as Rupert’s Land for some’two hundred years. ! 

When, however, Confederationbecame an accomplished fact in 1867, 
the Canadian parliament, pursuant to the great vision of a united Canada 
stretching from ocean to ocean, initiated negotiations, with the Imperial 
Government at London with a view to acquiring possession of the territory 
held under this charter by the Hudson’s Bay Company. The British Govern- 
ment agreed to the request on condition that the arrangement entered into 
would not involve expenditure by the Imperial Trgasury, and on the further 
condition that there should be no surrender of-temritory until the terms had 
been agreed upon. 

Negotiations with the Company proceeded for two years, during which 
time it held out-for a cash payment of £300,000 (approximately, $1,500,000), 
as one of the terms under which it was prepared to relinquish its rights in 
the territory. The Canadian Government, then representing the original 
provinces of Confederation, borrowed the required sum on bond issues which 
matured in 1904. The money being paid, the Company surrendered its 
rights under the charter, and Canada stretched one and indivisible from the 
Atlantic littoral to the Pacific seaboard. That is the story, that the genesis 
of this “bought and paid for’ idea which crops up, ever and anon, during 
debate in the federal parliament. 

Obviously, $1,500,000 is a ‘ridiculously small sum against which to 
assess a Claim of proprietory rights of purchasé in the entire prairie section 
of Canada. It is ridiculously small not only in proportion to the wealth pro- 
duced normally each year in the far-flung wheat field of the West. It is 
ridiculously small not only in proportion to the contribution made by the 
“purchased” territories to the aggregate wealth of the Dominion, It is 
ridiculously small in comparison with the annual contributions made by the 
Western provinces to the revenues of Canada. That the idea should sur- 
vive at all in the face of recent history is incomprehensible to Western 
minds. That it should be used to justify opposition to present claims of 
certain sections of the prairies for aid in their extremity, demonstrates not 
only the mental poverty of the objector, but a naive ignorance of obvious 
facts. Recent economic experience has proved that, instead of the East hold- 
ing the West in fee, the reverse is closer to the truth. : 


"Italy To Build Battleships

Three Large Fighting Ships To Be

The premier estimated the ex- 
penditure will total 1,000,000,000 lire. 
This capital expenditure will be in 
addition to appropriations to mod- 
ernize old battleships between now 
and 1940.

World’s Largest Flying Boats 


Russia Leads With Britain Second 
And United States Third 


Like everything else airplanes are 


becoming larger and more powerful. | 


The honor of having the biggest goes 
to Russia. 

The Russians have almost complet- 
ed at Moscow a flying boat—it might 
be called a flying liner—to be named 
the “Maxin Korki.” It will provide 
accommodation for 70 passengers, 
and will have a crew of six. It will 
have a moving picture “auditorium,” 
and a room for developing photo- 
graphs. The pilot will sit in a con- 
ning tower above the wings so that- 
he will have an uninterrupted view. 

Great Britain furnishes the second 
largest, the “Sylla,” which is almost 
ready. It will carry 39 passengers 
and a crew of five. Among other 
things it will have a smoking com- 
partment. 

The United States comes third 
with the S-42, built at. Bridgeport, 
Conn., by the Sikorsky Company. It 
carries 32 passengers and a crew of 
five. It has a full-load range of 1,250 
miles non-stop, and can also carry 
1,000 pounds of freight.—St. Thomas 
Times-Journal.

* Experiments to find a cure for 
tuberculosis in cattle continue in 
various parts of the world. The 
Spahlinger vaccine, of which much 
was heard two or three years ago, 
is still undergoing tests, the most re- 
cent of which have been made in 
Northern Ireland under official aus- 
pices. ‘The calves vaccinated with 
the Spahlinger preparation have sur- 
vived the injection of heavy doses 
of tubercle infection and are thriv- 
ing, while untreated calyes have suc- 
cumbed, We 

As the United Kingdom is now em- 
barking on a national campaign to 
clean up her dairy -herds and to 
eradicate tuberculosis, the final re- 
sults of the Ulster trial seem likely 
to offer an economical and practic- 
able means of immunising dairy cat- 
tle against tuberculosis and gradu- 
ally ridding the country of a scourge 
which. is costly to public health and 
farmers.

Canada’s Agricultural: Revenue 


Decrease Last Year Of Over Four 
Million From Previous Year 
~ The total gross’ agricultural rev- 
enue of Canada for 1933 is estimated 
at $762,302,000 as compared with re- 
vised estimates of $766,794,000 for 
1982, and $836,114,000 for 1931. This 
represents a decrease of $4,492,000, 
or 0.6 per cent., from 1932. There 
are increases in the revenue from 
farm animals, wool, dairy products, 
fur farming, honey, clover, and 
grass seed, and decreases in the rev- 
enue from field crops, fruits and 
vegetables, poultry and eggs, maple 
products, tobacco, and flax fibre. The 
greatest increases are from farm 
animals and dairy products, while the 
biggest decreases in revenue are 
shown in field crops and poultry and 


| eggs.

Within the 
past year and a half this small power 
has spent no less than $50,000,000 
defending its German border.

It may in the end mean 
death to a great many, but in the 
meantime, it is at least helping the 
armament concerns to maintain pro- 
duction at a satisfactory high level.

Shelter Belt Information 


Proper Sketch Needed To Determine 

Number Of Trees Required For 

3 Given Area 

In the assistance given by the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture to 
prairie farmers in planting tree shel- 
ter belts, it has been found that ap- 
plicants living at a distance or where 
an inspector has been unable to make 
a visit have not given sufficient or 
clear enough information to enable 
the Forest Service to figure out the 
required number of trees, In many 
instances;the full length and breadth 
of the land prepared for planting the 
shelter belts have not been given, and 
the position and distance of the 
permanent buildings from the pro- 
posed belt have been frequently 
omitted. To rectify this, a short 
circular has been issued on how to 
make a sketch of the proposed shel- 
ter belt by the superintendent of the 
Forest Nursery Station, Indian Head, 
Sask. It is important when an ap- 
plicant sends a rough sketch to the 
station at Indian Head or to ‘the 
station at Sutherland, Sask., that the 
measurements must be shown, both 
length and breadth, of all ground 
ready for planting; also the distance 
between the inside of the proposed 
belt and any permanent buildings, | 
and the position of any existing 
plantations or belts of trees. The) 
measurements should be given in | 
yards, not in rods or feet. 


Wholesome Canned Fruit 


Strick Regulations With Regard To| 
Method Of Packing 

Among the requirements of the 
Meat and Canned Foods Act and 
regulations with regafd to the pack- 
ing’ of cold pack fruits, all the fruit 
must be sound, wholesome, and fit 
for human food, All fruit must be 
well washed in clear water; then| 
thoroughly drained before filling into | 
the containers, The containers, such 
as barrels, cans, etc., must be clean | 
and thoroughly sterilized before fill- | 
ing with fruit. The fruit must be | 
graded for quality. The requirements 
for such grades of quality must be 
consistent with the established | 
grades of quality for the same var- | 
jety of fruit for canning. Packers of 
cold pack fruit are required to keep | 
records of the total weight of fruit 
and sugar used each day, and only | 
proper approved processes must be | 
used in the preparation and storage | 
of all cold pack fruit.

This large-scale geographical re- 
distribution of the world's wheat 
crop could only be carried out at the 
expense of producers in’ exporting 
countries and of consumers in im- 
porting countries. An improvement 
in the demand of importing coun- 
tries is being prevented by the main- 
teriance of prices at a level far above 
free market quotations. Tn an at- 
tempt to alleviate the plight of 
wheat growers in exporting coun- 
tries, governments resorted to ecur- 
rency depreciation and subsidies, as, 
for example, in the United States. 
In fact, the greater part of the 
world’s wheat crop is now being sub- 
sidised in one way Or another, both 
in exporting and importing countries. 
at the expense of their respective 
consumers. 

This state of affairs, Which defies 
adequate description, is calculated 
to fill the rational observer with 
despair.. It savorirs of an economic 
farce; but the large numbers of 
undernourished and even starving 
people in the world give the farce a 
tragic twist. It is earnestly to be 
hoped that the Advisory Committee 
will at last face the real wheat prob- 
lem and take steps to solve it 
speedily. The responsible authori- 
ties of the importing countries must 
realize that unless they are willing 
to accept the wheat of the export- 
ing countries they cannot hope to 
sell their manufactures abroad. 
Similarly, the governments of somé 
of the exporting countries should 
consider a reduction in their tariffs 
on imports of manufactures lest 


they be -held..responsible. for the 


ruin of @ large. proportion of their 
agricu"..ral community. Tackled on 
these lines, th: wHeat problem ig not 
impossible of solution. The future of 
the great wheat-growing »countries 
seems assured in years to come, since 
the present wave of economic in- 
sanity will no doubt pass; but the 
urgency of the problem brooks no 
delay._-The Economist.

Eye Sometimes Deceives 
Has Let Down Astronomers At 


Times And Caused Trouble 
There are many instances in which 


“to Dr. H. Spencer Jones, the Astron- 
omer Royal. Recently he told the 
British Optical Association, meeting 
at the Royal Institution, in London, 
some of the ways in which the eye 
can “let down” astronomers, 

Many of the deceptions can be test- 
ed by the ordinary man, although in 
most cases they have been discover- 
ed by astronomers in the course of}. 
their work. Here are some of them: 
The upper of two equally faint lights 
looks brighter to most people than 
the lower, or the right than the left. 
Faint, colored stars appear to be- 
come more colored as the observer 
looks at them. On a bright night 
a red star makes a better showing, 
compared with its neighbors, than 
usual. 

Dr. Spencer Jones said that many 
of these troubles’ of astronomers 
could be explained by the fact that 
the eye had two sets of light detec- 
tors—‘‘cones”, used in bright vision, 
which distinguish between _ colors, 
and “rods”, used in faint- vision 
which are color-blind, 

“It is not generally realized,” he 
said, that on an ordinary clear moon- 
less night the sky, when free from 
the influence of artificial lights, is by 
no means dark. Its brightness is 
about half that of the Milky Way.” 

Dr. Spencer’ Jones explained that 
if the sky were perfectly black we 
could see with the unaided eye eight 
times as many stars as we now do. 

“The night sky gives a character- 
istic light of its own, of which I 
. have made many records at the Cape 
Le in connection with a scheme organ- 
ized by Lord Rayleigh” he said.

Farina, during 
the war, was used as a substitute for 
flour. It is still extensively used in 
the manufacture of foodstuffs.

Exceedingly Rare Specimens 
For Seven Thousand Dollars 

Seven thousand dollars for two 
little pieces of gummed paper, to- 
gether less than two inches square. 
That is what happened at a sale- 
room in Bond 8t. W., London, re-

True, the little pieces of paper are 
dignified by the name of stamps. 
They were two of the 1851 issue of 
Canada, valued 24 cents ,and bearing 
a charming portrait of Queen Vic- 
toria in her early womanhood. 

These stamps, described as “superb 
in every respect and exceedingly 
rare,” were items in the collection 
of the late Arthur Hind, of the 
United States. ; 

The renown of the collection 
brought buyers and! commissions 
from all parts of the world, and in 
the saleroom were- people whose 
names are familiar wherever stamp 
collecting is discussed—Messrs. Stan- 
ley Gibbons,-F..

“DO BUSH FRUIT 
_ Lacombe Experimental Station 
The past winter, although quite 
mild, was very hard on, all over- 
wintered plants such as iifalfa, win- 
ter wheat, clover, grasses and bush 
and tree fruits. 
The Dominion Experimental Sita- 


_tion, Lacombe, has been receiving a 


Jarge number of enquiries ¢oncern- 
ing what the enquirers supposed was 
disease of or insect damage to cur- 
yant, gooseberry and respberry bush- 
es. Investigation has shown that the 
injury is not due to insects or plant 
Useaces,. but is the result of injury. 
‘In a great many cases bushes have 
not been completely winter killed, 
but their vigor ‘has been reduced to 
the point where an abnormal growth 
is resulting. The bushes are leaf- 
ing out slowly, with the leaves less 
than one-third the normal size, and 


the clusiters: of fruit bloom are either | § 


absent or much reduced in size, giv- 
ing the impressign of a stunted and 
sickly growth, 

Undoubtedly, the fruit crop on 
such bushes will be much reduced. 
It still remains to be seen, however, 
whether these partially winter-kill- 
ed currant and gooseberry bushes 
will recover cufficient during the 
ummer to survive next winter. 
Where pruning is practised, it would 


2m -wies to remove atleast part 
ef the winter injured branches. In 
the case of raspberries; the’ partial- 


ly winter-killed cane should be re- 
moved es soon as possible after the 
fruiting season is over.
